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WEEKLY KEVLEW. 

Trade as awhole has been rather 
quiet the past week, with exceptional 
instances of activity in a few lines. 
Oils bave not shown much animation 
and are rather easy except on petroleum 
which has been very active and has ad. 
vanced materially at the close. Paints 
are steady with very little change ex- 
cept on pig lead, which is higher. Dyes 
are mostly firm. The heayy chemicals 
are quiet, while the lighter goods are 
doing a little better. In drugs there 
have been few notable changes beyond 
an advance on opium and quinine. 

Onr local money market still continues 
easy, and on Call Joans rates have been 
2@2% per cent for government and 
8@4 per cent for stock collaterals. 

Prime commercial paper is in demand 
at 4@4'4 percent. Government bonds 
have been rather weak. The closing

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READY-MIXED PAINTS AND THE 
WHITE LEAD TRADE. 


It bas become more or less generally 
believed that the dull trade in white 
lead which corroders have experienced 
for the last two or three months, has 
been due to the increased consumption 
of ready mixed paints. Many of the 
corroders themselves have seemed to 
accept this asa conclusive reason for 
their small sales of lead, and have at- 
tributed such a result to the high prices 
for lead and oil, which have made them 
a much more expensive paint than most 
of the ready-mixed compounds. ,The 
composition of the latter varies. but all 
of them contain a greater or less per- 
centage of ingredients which can be 
sold considerably below the present 
retail price of white lead, while some of 
them are reduced in consistency by 
agents which are altogether cheaper 
than linseed oil. It is known, too, that 
in some localities makers of white lead 
and linseed oil are interested in the 
manufacture of mixed paints, a connec 
tion which reduces the cost of their 
manufacture below that of the mixer 
who buys all of his materials, and at the 
same time affords the corroder and the 
crusher so engaged an outlet for their 
products which is not subject to the es- 
tablished price list of either the lead or 
oil associations. Under all of these cir- 
cumstances it isa plausible theory that 
the comparatively high prices for lead 
and oil during the past nine months 
have enabled the manufacturers of 
ready-mixed paints to so far undersell 
the more staple materials as to secure 
an unusually large ‘share of the con- 
sumptive demand 


We have given considerable attention 
to the subject of late,with a view to as- 
certaining to what extent this theory is 
warranted by facts.It would be interest- 
ing to know whether the prices of white 
lead and oil have reached a point at 
which their consumption was checked. 
The guarantees against a decline which 
have lately been given by corroders to 
their customers should remove any fears 
which might deter the latter from pur- 


chasing freely if they were in want of 


lead, but as no such guarantee is given 
to the consumer,a falling off in his pur- 
chases of lead and oil might be traced 
to what he regarded as an excessive 
cost, or to his use of a cheaper paint. 
We are led to believe that the price has, 
to some extent, operated against the 
purchase of lead, and in favor of less 
costly material, by painters who have 
had large contracts to fill during the 
past few months. The prices at which 
such contracts have been obtained 
really prohibited the use ‘of pure lead 
and oil, but we donot find warrant 
for the opinion that this effect has been 
general among consumers. The sale of 
ready-mixed paints has undoubtedly in 

creased very largely during the 
past year. The quality of these 
goods has been much improved 
by many of the makers, and they have 
become altogether more acceptable for 
various kinds of work than they for- 
merly were. They have probably real- 
ized their full share in the general im- 
provement. in trade, but the sale of the 
materials chiefly used in their composi- 
tion has not been so extensive as to ac- 
count for any material falling off in the 
sale of lead. We have the most conclusive 
evidence that the sales of white lead by 
corroders both East and West, for the 
first six months of 1880 have been fully 
40 per cent less than for the correspond: 
ing period last year. There has been 
no increase in the sale of mixed paints 
to account for this falling off, which is, 
therefore, to be charged either to the 
excessive sales of white lead during the 
last six months of 1879, or to the high 
price that has prevailed since. During 
the last half of 1879 there was an active 
consumptive trade, with prospects for its 
continuance so encouraging as to lead 
dealers to buy very heavily in anticipa- 
tion of future wants. A produc- 
tion passed out of the hands of corroders 


‘more than ordinary surplus. 


during that period. The consumptive 


demand, though it has continued very 
fair, has not realized the expectations 
of dealers, and the distribution of their 
early purchases has been a comparative- 
ly slow process. The sales of lead by 
corroders for the year ending with this 
month will show, we believe, a very 
large aggregate. Had this trade been 
more evenly distributed through the 
year it would have been deemed more 
satisfactory,perhaps.But the large sales 
of the first half of the trade year (from 
July to Jany) were delusive,and besides 
leaving less business to be done during 
the last six months, and especially the 
last three months, of the year, they in- 
duced an increased production, which 
has added to the present dulness a 
We have 
no intention of arguing the question 
whether the price of lead in oil is at 
present excessive, our opinions applying 
simply to the effect it has had upon 
trade up to this time.

THE FREIGHT RATE ON OIL. 

We announced in our petroleum re- 
port last week the reduced freight rates 
on crude and refined from the oil re- 
gions, which had been made by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Co. on acvount 
of an alleged discovery that the Erie 
had broken the agreement of February 
last and was giving the Standard Oil 
Co. arebate. This rebate was under- 
stood to be 25 per cent, but of course 
the exact amount is not known, and it 
is quite as likely to have been 50 per 
cent as 25. The Pennsylvania people 
no sooner heard of this breach of faith 
than they dropped the rate to 51 cents 
from all shipping points to New York, 
a decline from 75 cents on the rate from 
the Bradford district and $1 from Park- 
er. It is said that even 51 cents might 
be shaded, the present temper of the 
Pennsylvania managers being favorable 
to any rate which wi!l beat the other 
liner lines. We do not hear the New 
York Central mentioned in the fight 
and are uncertain as to whether that 
line cares to participate in the oil traffic 
any longer. The trouble has ail been 
with the Erie, a fact which we antici- 
pated when the compact between the 
producers, the railroads and the Stand- 
ard was made in February. In our issue 
of the 25th of that month, we closed an 
article upon the settlement of the 
Standard suits with the following 
words: 

The most serious discriminations. have 
been those made by the railroad compa- 
nies, and they are by no means remedied 
by the agreement. Take the position of 
the Erie Railway, for instance. All of the 
tank cars on that road are owned by the 
Standard. Certainly there can be difficulty 
in view of such relations in refunding to 
the Standard avery liberal rebate in the 
form of a rental, or some other way which 
will not violate the letter of the recent 
agreement, though it will very clearly vio- 
late the spirit which it is intended to con- 
vey. 

Just what we predicted has now come 
about, though we scarcely suspected 
that one of the trunk lines shceu!d itself 
be the complainant. Thus it is, how- 
ever, and now the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, the ‘‘pal’’? of the Standard Oil 
Company, the bosom crony which 
shared the plundering and the plunder 
of that organization, is engaged in 
damning the ‘‘Octopus’”’ as energetical 
ly as that act of courtesy was ever per- 
formed by a wrecked producer or a 
‘‘frozen-out”’ refiner. The sight is a 
pleasant one to those who have hitherto 
included in their curses the Pennsyl- 
vania road along with the other trunk 
lines and the Standard. 

But from whom does the Pennsyi- 
vania Railroad Co. expect to get busi- 
ness by lowering its freight rate? Not 
from the Standard, we presume; that 
organization, owning as it does the 
tank cars on the Erie and having a 
pipe line of its own for more than a hun- 

























dred miles east of Olean, is in a po-~ 
sition to make better terms with that 
road than either the Pennsylvania or 
the New York Central can offer. Sure- 
ly it cannot expect the patronage of the 
outside refiners. Did it ever come to 
the rescue of the refiners who were 
trying to compete with the Stand- 
ard? Did it ever refuse to do the bid- 
ding of that company in any movement 
that should make more complete the 
monopoly of tle oil trade? We have 
never heard that it did. We think we 
know enough of the sentiment among 
the refiners outside of the Standard Oil 
Company to know that they have no 
sympathy for the Pennsylvania road, 
and no care as to whether it gets any oil 
freight or none. The outside refiners 
have rather a disposition to favor the 
Tidewater Pipe Line, and its connec- 
tions, the Reading and New Jersey 
Central railroads. Those three organi- 
zatious form a connection between the 
sexboard and the cil regions, which the 
Penusylvania road did its full share to 
kill, but which, in spite of that fact, is 
ia a flourishing condition to-day. This 
line can carry oil cheaper than any of 
the others, and when the Standard 
builds its pipe line to the seaboard the 
Tidewater can be extended also along 
the lines of the roads with which it con- 
nects. Ihe Tidewater Pipe and the 
connecting railway lines have proved 
the sturdy allies of the outsiders, and 
the latter, in turn, propose to stand by 
this transportation route in preference 
to any others. We trust that the 
Pennsylvania road will get much oil by 
lowering its rate, but we do not see 
where it is to get it. 


A STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 
It is authentically stated that a call is 
soon to be made on all the druggistsand 
pharmacists of Wisconsin to assemble 
at Madison, the capital of that State, 
on or about the 15th & 16th of July, for 
the purpose of forming a State Phar- 
maceutical Association. We sincerely 
hope that the attempt will prove suc- 
cessful, and of this there seems to he no 
doubt, as the movement is headed by 
the most prominent and influential 
pharmacists in the State. There are 
at present only fifteen States in 
the Union that have State Pharma- 
ceutical Associations. We here give 
the list: Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Connecticut, Rhode Island, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Iowa, South Carolina, Georgia, Miss- 
issippi, Kentucky and California. Mass- 
achusetts is the only one of the New 
England States that has not yet ful- 
filled her duty in this respect. Repeated 
attempts have been made by different — 
members of the profession and of the 
drug trade, but that hearty co-operation 
so necessary to the success of such an 
enterprise has been thus far lacking,and 
the “Bay State,” whose pharmaceuti- 
cal delegate in Washington last month 
boasted that the Pharmacopeia origi- 
nated in Boston, is in this respeet 
even behind little ‘“‘Rhbody.” A 
number of tbe delinquent States have 
one or more county pharmaceutical so- 
cieties, and if these were to work to- 
gether, “pool their issues,’’ as it were, 
they would probably have no difficulty 
in forming a State organization. The 
success of such organizations already in 
existence is a strong argument in their 
favor. Aside from the advantages that 
these associations offer the ambitious 
pharmacist, both professionally and in 
a business point of view, they also afford 
the best means of disseminating a 
knowledge of the latest discoveries in 
pharmacy and other chemical sciences, 
It is by the combined efforts of the 
learned medical and pharmaceutical 
men who in the main form these asscci- 
ations, that the best laws relating to 
the preservation of the public health, 
are framed and putin force. The pbar- 
macists of every State owe itto thems f 
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selves,-to their profession, and to the 
public, to organize a State Association, 
and we hope that the example of Wis- 
consin may be followed by the others 
why have thus far held back, that when 
the time comes for the next revision of 
the Pharmacopeia every State in the 
Union will be able to supply a delegate 
from the State Pharmaceutical Associa- 


tion. 
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TRADE ITEMS. 

It is reported by one of our oil regions’ 
exchanges that the Standard Oii Company 
is engaged in an attempt to gain control of 
the grain trade of the United States. The 
scheme is understood to be the purchase 
of a million acres of land—forty thousand 
of which have already been secured in 
Minnesota—which will be devoted to wheat 
raising, thus making the Standard a heavy 


producer and enabling it to control rates 
through its usual collusion with the railway 
companies. It is quite possible that some 
of the individuals in the Standard are in- 
vesting their ‘‘hard-earned savings” in 
Minnésota lands, but we do not fora moment 
believe that the company is engaged in 
any such operations. Its experiences in 
turpentine have been such as would natur- 
ally make if shun any transactions outside 
of petroleum. We are more inclined to 
regard as prophetic of its futuré course, the 
recent speech of one of its prominent 
members, before the graduates of a Brooklyn 
educational institution with which he is 
connected, wherein he cautioned the young 
and tender intellects before him to cling 
to one purpose in life, to be guided 
by one maxim, and to do one thing well, 
rather than to attempt to do many things 
and fail. There was a tinge of sadness in 
this speech which suggested too much tur- 
pentine. 

The clerks are already agitating the clos- 
ing of business houses from Friday evening, 
July 2d, to Tuesday morning, July 6th, 
proximo. The Cotton Exchange goes one 
day better than this and closes until Wed- 
nesday morning. The Produce Exchange 
votes some day this week on closing on 
Saturday and Monday. Early closing on 
Saturdays has already begun, though clerks 
in some of the stores in which the Rerorrer 
is taken, complain to us that so far as their 
stores are concerned, the ‘‘closes at 3 P. 
M.” is a hollow mockery, the closing going 
no further than putting up the shutters, 
while work is kept up inside until five 
o'clock. 

OBITUANY—WM. CHRISFIELD. 


Mr. William Chrisfield died at his resi- 
dencein Brooklyn on Thursday last, in 
the 68th year of his age, and was buried in 
Greenwood on Saturday. The deceased 
gentleman was born at Baltimore in 1812, 
and came to this city in 1855, his first en- 
gagement here being with the paint house 
of Thos. Baxter & Son. He was afterward 
with Messrs. Hall, Bradley & Co.,and in 
1861 he began the drug brokerage business, 
being among the first brokers todo what 
is known asa ‘‘country trade.” He con- 
tinued in this business until the present 
year, with his son, Mr. John Chrisfield, 
who succeeds the old firm. Mr. Chrisfield 
was always a popular bioker, and at times 
the firm handled paints and oils largely in 
addition to drugs, though the latter formed 
their specialty. He had been in failing 
health for some months, but his death re- 
sulted very unexpectedly from pneumonia. 
His surviving family consists of a son and 


daughter.

han 50 lks. Not 
gonta{ning more t an 0 Ibs o tare 
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is allowed on 25 or 50 lb- kegs, for the 
reason that the cost of those packages 
forms a Jarge percentage of their en- 
tire value when filled. A keg that 
will hold 100 lbs of white lead weighs 
about 5 Ibs, and it is the custom of all 
respectable corroders, we believe, to 
give a gross weight of 105 lbs to these 
packages when filled. Of course the 
weight of the package may vary a 
trifle, but it ought never to exceed 6 
Ibs. Every reputable corroder in the 
country, we are positive, aims to 
charge his customer for net weight 
only, on packages containing more 
than 59 Ibs of lead, and it is the dis- 
tinct understanding of the trade that 
mo tare is allowed on smaller pack- 
ages.—ED.

DIGEST OF DECIS{ONS OF TREAS- 
URY DEPARTMENT (Customs) 
FOR YEAR 1880. 

FREE ENTRY OF ROSOLIC ACID, 

The department at the suggestion of 
the Attorney General acquiesces in the 
decision of the United States court for 
this district, and declares rosolic acid to 
be an acid for chemical and manufac- 
turing purposes and as much entitled to 
free entry. Refund of duties paid in 
previous importations of the article may 
be obtained by the usual process. (De- 
cision of 1880,—4514 





DUTY UPON PLATE GLASS, FLUTED, ROLLED 
OR ROUGH, 

The rate of duty upon: fluted, rolled 
or rough plate glass is dependent upon 
the size of the plates, all above 24x30 
inches being subject to a 2 cents per 
foot, with an additional proviso that 
glass weighing over 100 lbs per 100 
square feet ehall pay an additional duty 
on the excess at the same rate. Some 
doubt having been expressed by the 
special agent at Boston as to the proper 
interpretation of this law, the depart- 
ment has decided ihe present practice 
in vogue here and at Boston to be the 
correct one. That practice is to assess 
the primary duty of 2 cents per square 
foot, and when the weight exceeds 100 
pounds per 100 square feet, each addi- 
tional pound is considered the equiva- 
lent of a foot and assessed accordingly. 
(Decisions of 1880.—4532. 

ADDITIONAL DUTY OF 20 PER CENT. 

An importation of cubebs per ‘‘Azo- 
rian,” on November 18,1879,was entered 
atthe value declared in the certified 
invoice presented on entry, but on ap- 
praisement, were advanced in value more 
than 10 per cent. Cubebs are on the 
free list, but this particular lot was du- 
tiable in consequence of their being 
grown beyond the Cape of Good Hope, 
but imported into the United States 
from a place west of the Cape. The 
question, therefore,arose whether goods 
which have been subject to an ad yal. 
duty under sucb circumstances are lia— 
bel to the adfitional duty of 20 per 
cent under section 2900 which provides 
for such additional duty where an un. 
der valuation of more than 10 per cent 
takes place in the entry. The collector 
at this port assessed this additional duty 
andan appeal was made, which was 
referred to the Attorney General, who 
sustains the action of the depariment. 
(Decisions of 1880.—4533. 


DUTY ON FARTH PREPARED FOR USE AS 
PAINT. 

An entry of so called‘‘ochery earth”’im- 
ported per ‘Weser” in June, 1879, was 
assessed by the appraiser at 25 per cent 
ad valorem asa “‘gainter’s color.” An 
appeal was made, the appellant claiming 
that the goods were admissable at 50 
cents per 100 Ibs duty as‘‘ochery earth” 
The sppraiser reports that the article is 
in fact a painter’s color, and can be con- 
verted into a paint by simply mixing 
with oil. The department, therefore, 
sustains the appraser’s assessment of 25 
per cent.—(Decisions of 1880.—4534, 


DISTILLED SPIRITS IMPORTED AS IMITATION 
VARNISH. 

The attention of the Department 
has been called to the introduction 
into the United States, of an artiele 
invoiced as varnish, and entered ata 
duty of 50 cents per gallon and 20 per 
cent ad valorem, which is composed 
of alcohol with an admixture of 30 per 
cent of shellac. Decision 3484 seems 
to be relied upon as authority for im- 
posing that rate of duty on the article 
specified. ‘That decision related to an 
article called Brewer's Compound, 
used for coating the inside of Brewer's 
casks. It contained 59 per cent of al- 
cohol and 4! per centof gum shellac 
and coloring matter. ‘ThWarticle now 
under discussion appears to be com- 
posed of about one and a ha'f pounds 
of shellac and a little coloring matter 
to one gallon of alcohol, and the evi- 
dence before the Department indicates 
that an «rticle of this churacter is not 
adapted for use as a varnish without 
the addition of a still further quantity 
of shellac. It is .lleged that the poor- 
est quality of +heilac varnish neces- 
sarily contains two and a half pounds 
of snellac to the gallon of al-obol. and 
that the article generally contains 
three or four pounds of shellac 
to the gallon of aleohol. Tie 
article first mentioned costs less 
to manufacture than the true article 


of varnish, and it has been generally 
invoiced in proporton to its cost. Its 
admission as varnish, arid at such 
price, operates to defraud the revenue, 
both in the rate of duty and in the 
amount on which the ad valorem duty 
would be assessed were it a varnish, 
The article is considered by the De- 
partment as not comisg within the 
classification of varnishes, but should 
be charged with the duty imposed on 
distilled spirits, and where officers of 
the customs shall be satisfied that 


its entry as varnish is made 
with intent to defraud the rev- 
enue, seizure and "proceedings for 


forfeiture should follow. I may add 
that the fact assumed in decision 3434, 
that nearly all varnishes contain more 
or less distilled spirits, is shown by 
subsequent investigation not to be 
well founded, as many varnishes con- 
tain no distilled spirits whatever; 
nevertheless the Department is still 
of opinion that the provision for var- 
nish applies to the article commercial- 
ly so known and fit for use as such in 
the condition in which imported, even 
though it may have distilled spirits as 
a component of chief value, and not- 
withstanding the provision in Sche- 
dule D, vhat all compounds or pre- 
parations of which distilled spirits is 
a component of chief value, shall pay 
no less rate of duty than that imposed 
on distilled spirits.—( Decisions of 1830,

The Manufacture of Acetate of Suda. 


The methods of manufacture adopt- 
ed bya German chemist for pure 
acetic acid and acetate of soda from 
pyroligneous acid, are thus described 
by one of our foreign exchanges: 

The crude distillate obtained by 
heating wood in closed vessels is re- 
Gistilled, and this second product is 
saturated with carbonate ‘of soda add- 
ed insmall quantities at a time until 
it no longer reacts acid. After stand- 
ing for 24 hours the liquid is run off 
from the impurities which have de- 
posited, and the clear solution boiled 
down and allowed to crystallize. The 
crude crystals of avetate of soda thus 
obtained must then be purified by 
being dissolved agaiz, and the liquid 
caused to crystallize. These secoud 
crystals are still contaminated with 
organic matter, and, in order to re- 
move the last traces of this. they are 
heated carefully until the water of 
crystallization is driven off; the mass 
is then removed to another vessel, and 
strongly heated until it fuses to a thin 
and homogenous liquid. ‘he organic 
matter is thus charred while the ace 
tate of soda does not undergo any de- 
composition. ‘the fused mass is now 
dissolved in hot water; the liquid is 
tiltered, boiled down, and allowed to 
crystallize. ‘Ihe crystals are dried at 
3u° C. ina drying room, or by means 
of a centrifugal machine specially 
adapted for that purpose. 

The above is by no means the only, 
nor, perhaps. the best method of 
manufacturing the pure product It 
has been recommended to get rid of, 
the organic matter by means of 
animal charcoal; this method of puri- 
fying the coarse acetate of soda first 
produced consists in dissolving the 
crude crystals in water, filtering 
through animal charcoal, concentrat- 
ing the liquid by boiling and finally 
allowing it tocrystallize. If the crude 
pyroligneous acid be saturated with 
lime instead of carbonate of soda, the 
liquid is deeanted as before from the 
impurities which settle down, and to 
it isadded a certain quantity of sul- 
phate of soda which has been cal- 
cined; the filtered liquid then holds 
acetate of soda in solution, and 
the pure salt may be obtained by 
simple repeated crystallization. But 
this method eutails the necessity of 
washing repeatealy the sulphate of

Chian Tur pentine. 


Chian turpentine is an oleo-resin from 
the Pistacia terebinthus. This tree is 
found in all parts of the Mediterranean, 
and represented by closely allied spe- 
cies throughout Syria, Palestine, and

Scio or Chios, a small island off the 
west coast of Smyrna, from whence 
most of this turpentine was obtained.

On this island gum mastic is cultivated, 


which resembles the Chian turpentine 
in taste and odor, and also in its medic- 
inal properties, for it has been used as 


a substitute when the true Chian tur- 
pentine could not be obtained.

It is certain that 
very little of the geunine article is to be 
found in the market,and it is asserted by 
some authorities that for years no speci- 
men has been obtained that was abso 
lutely pure. This may be because in its 
mode of collection even the genuine 
resin is always more or less contaminated 
with impurities; buf we are told by Mur 
ray, in 1776, that what is exported from 
Chios is scarcely ever sold pure, but is 
adulterated with Venice turpentine even 
before it leaves the island. 

The attention of physicians and phar- 
macists was called to chian turpentine 
quite recently, by an article in the Lan- 
cet, by Professor Clay, on the treatment 
of cancer with this drug. Since this 
time it has been in great demand, and 
some anxiety is shown by interested 
parties on account of the difficulty of 
obtaining it. If the article is really of 
such therapeutic value, and provided 
Prof. Clay bas made use of the genuine, 
there is little room to doubt that it is, 
the revival of the demand may possibly 
bring plenty of the genuine article into 
the market. On this point, however, 
there seems to be considerable differ- 
ence of opinion. As we stated above, 
the tree from which the turpentine is 
obtained, flourishes in all the islands 
of the Archipelago, Cyprus, Asia 
Minor and Syria, but the yield 
from a large tree of four or five feet in 
circumference is only abort ten or 
eleven ounces yearly. The collection 
of the drug commences at the end of 
July, and the resin exudes very slowly. 
Although the drug has been known and 
nsed for hundreds of years, very little 
has been written concerning it in mod- 
ern times, and we can give no certain 
tests for its purity, and even the de- 
scriptions given are so conflicting, that 
from them one could hardly pick out 
the true characteristics of the genuine 
Chian turpentine.

Thele was not a great deal of animation 
in the market for crude petroleum early in 
the week, but later on in sympathy with 
refined there has been a better tone ac- 
companied by a heavy advance. This is 
purely speculative, the Creek advices show- 
ing that there is still overflowing tankage 
there although an effort has been made to 
bolster up the market alittle by the re- 
ports of gradually declining production. 

We are inclined to think that there has 
really been a falling off in the yield in 
some sections, but the supply is still large- 


- ly in excess of the demand, and crude pe- 


troleum is worth nomore on its merits 
than it was a month ago. The market for 


_ certificates vibrated between 9334 and 9534 


until late on Friday, when there wasa 
slight improvement, 9614c being quoted at 
the close. On Saturday the opening quota- 
tion was 967%c, followed by a steady 
and an active market, up to $1043¢ at the 
close.

Industry. 
The menhaden oil season has not 
opened as favorably this season as 
those engaged in it, especially the 
manufacturers, had. looked for. As 
near ascan be calculated, the quan- 
tity of oil manufactured so far has not 
amounted to more than one-sixth as 
much as for the same period last year. 
The difference is in the quality of 
the fish, then and now, very great. 
Last year at this time there was a 
large body of menhaden in the Sound. 
in fair order, yieldipg 14 gallons to 
the barrel, equal to 41 gallons to 
the thousand fish. This year the 
run has been very poor. No very 
large bodies have been encountered, 
and the fish taken have been small 
and very lean, averaging 14 gallons 
to the thousand. To make it worse, 
the waters between Cape Cod and 
Barnegat are swarming with blue fish, 
which make furious war upon the 
menhaden, scattering the schools and 
driving them off the coast. Steamers 
east of Cape Cod have caught nothing; 
in fact, no fish have been seen in those 
waters worth mentioning. Indications 
at present are certainly far from en- 
couraging. but we are inclined to 
think that manufacturers are an- 
ticipating their troubles. ‘There 
is no good reason to suppose 
that, because the fish were absent 
from one locality last year, they will 
not visit that section thisseason. The 
experiences of fishermen are full of 
such instances: ‘‘it is altogether too 
early in the season,” says a letter from 
the East, ‘‘to feel uneasy about a fail- 
ure, similar to thatof last year. It 
is not expected that the fishing will 
commence there (Maine) before the 
20th inst. If the fish do not put in an 
appearance before July 4th, I shall 
not be much disappointed, and, if 
they do not come then, it will be 
time to enquire as to where they 
are.’ Another letter, from Tiv- 
erton, R. I., after commenting on 
the poorness of the production, says: 
*But the present scarcity is no cri- 
terion to go by; the whele coast may 
swarm with fish between now and 
September.” Another gentleman en 
gaged in the busiuess gives it as his 
opinion that though *the menhaden 
are being driven off by the blue fish 
they will retire to more secure feeding 
grounds, and when the Fall season 
opens, will return here in very mach 
better condition. Even as we write 
there are rumors that the fishing is 
better in many sections. As to the 
market for oil, it cannot be denied 
that it is in very good condition. 
While the pressers are not actually 
pushed for stock, still they are ready 
to take about all the oil that offers, 
and are willing to pay a good price 
for it; and exporters are only deterred 
from waking purchases on account of 
the comparatively small quantity 
offering.

Statistics of the Glass Industry. 

The special statistics relating to the 
glass iadustry which are being pre- 
pared for the tenth census will, when 
completed, give the most comprehen- 
sive report ever publi-hed of the posi- 
tion of that industry. This work is 
stili far from completion, but the pre- 
liminary returns already received give 
the number of furnaces and pots in 
operation, which affords a fair basis 
for estimating the production. ‘l'ak- 
ing the number of factories and pots, 
as furnished by the official returns, 
and carefully estimating the produc- 
tion per,pot, and we have the follow- 
ing result:

In amount of glass produced, the 
flint glass factories are estimated to 
turn out, 219.551 tons of table and 
other glassware, while the window 


glass works have a production of 


2,644 440 boxes. 
This return makes a remarkable 


‘showing as to the growth and import- 
ance of the glass industry. 


The com- 
mencement of this industry in America 
dates back to 1609, when a glass fac- 
tory was erected in the woods about a 
mile from Jamestown, Virginia. An- 
other was erected in 1621, in which 
year Col. Norton, with some Italian 
workmen, arrived to take charge of 
the works. ‘The success of these early 
Virginia enterprises was not very flat- 
tering, as although fuel was cheap, 


‘with abundant pot and pearl ashes 


furnished by the primeval forests, the 
price of labor was high, and the mar- 
ket uncertain, except for the glass 
beads and trinkets used in Indian 
trade, which were the leading staples 
of these pioneer factories. There has 
been some dispute about the first glass 
manufactory in New England, but an

Gallatin was a member, in 1785. The 
factory was erected at New Geneva, 
Pennsylvania, on the Moncngahela 
river. and was continued in operation 
up to within the memory of persons 
now living. The ruins are still to be 
seen at that place. 

The first attempt at glass 
ufacture in Pittsburgh, 
now holds a_ prominent _posi- 
tion in the trade, was some 
time between 1790 and 1795. A small 
factory was erected on the Ohio river, 
aboutamile and a half below the 
city, and the location is still known 
among river men us ‘Glass; House 
Ripple.” These works were unsuc- 
cessful, however. and were abandoned. 
In 1795 another factory was started 
and was quite successful. During the 
present century the growth of the in- 
dustry has been steady, although the 
progress has varied at different times, 
From 1810, when there were twenty- 
two factories producing $!,0i7.090 
worth of glass. to 18:0, the trade has 
increased by about five times in num- 
ber of factories ard eight times in 
value of production. It is probable 
that the cost of glass had decreased 
so much in that half century that the 
amount of glass produced had in- 
creased far more than the rate shown 
in the comparison of values. In the 
decade from 1860 to 1870 the number 
of factories increased only two, while 
the production as represented in value 
had enlarged seventy-five per cent, 
a portion of which is  attribu- 
table to increased prices. During 
the last decade the number of 
factories has nearly doubled, while 
the value of production is over 
three times as large, notwithstanding 
a net decrease in the value of manu- 
factured product. It is noticeable 
that during the entire period, co far 
as these data indicate, the increase in 
production has been much in excess 
of the growth in number of factories. 
This is most evident by comparing 
the earliest figures with the latest. At 
present there are but a little more 
than nine times as ma actories as 
there were in 1810, but th® production 
is nearly forty-five times as great. 
One of the leading elements in the 
growth of the trade has the enlarge- 
ment of existing works, ‘There are 
some establishments in operation to- 
day whose production would be very 
nearly equal to that of the entire in- 
dustry in 1310,and whose existence 
dates back toa small original p!ant 
of that date in some cases, and of the 
next two or three decades in others.

TUESDAY Eve... June 22, 1880. 

Following our last report the market 
continued quiet for some days, but towards 
the close more activity was displayed and 
operators are beginning to take hold again. 
There is a better tone to the whole line of 
goods and most dealers are asking higher 
figures, but there are some _ holders 
who are yet quoting low prices. The 
demand as yet is of a jobbing 
character, though a considerable quan- 
tity of goods is being worked off, and 
the market has been relieved of a large 
portion of surplus stock which have been 
depressing prices for some time past. There 
are orders in market for some round lots 
of goods, but they have not been filled as 
yet, as the sellers are not willing to accept 
the prices offered. There has not been 
much come to hand during the week, and 
the market is in better shape than for some 
weeks. 

Carbonated ash is in good demand for 
small lots and the market is firm in tone. 
There is but one dealer who is willing to 
quote 11gc, while the general figures are 
1.55@1.60c for large parcels from dock and 
13{c from store. The transactions are, 150 
tons at 1 60c, 100 tons at 1 55c, and a few 
small lots at 15gc. An offer has been 
made for a lot of 200 tons, but has 
not been accepted as yet. High test has 
also met with more demand and there have 
been sales of 200 tous in lots ut 1 60c, but 
there are some brands which can be had at 
1lgc, we also heard that 100 tons were 
taken at 155c. Newcastle ash is quiet and 
we continue to quote 1!gc with one dealer 
quoting 13c. 

Caustic ash isin fair demand and the 
price is firmer with but few lots to be had 
below 11/c, and this price was paid to-day 
for a lot of 50 tons to go toa dealer, and 
we hear of other parcels 100 tons for which 
15214@155c were the figures paid, though 
one dealer is said to be willing to accept 
1 45c for a round lot. High test has sold to 
the extent of 100 tons at 114c and this is the 
lowest we hear named at the close while 
for some brands, up to 15gc is quoted for 
small parcels. Caustic soda has been in 
light demand during the week, though 
some fair sales have beeu made. Prices 
are steadier, and most holders are quoting 
3 65@33{c, as to brand and quantity, but 
one dealer is still quoting 33g@3l¢c, 
though we hear of no sales at these fig- 
ures. The transactions are 100 dms at 
3 65c and 100 dms at 3 80c. High 
test has been in better demand and there 
are further orders in market. Prices are 
firmer and 3!4@33¢care the general figures. 
One dealer is still quoting 3 20c but we hear 
that he declined to fill orders at this price 
to-day. The sales are 100 dms at 31c, 100 
dms at 3 30c and 200 dms in lots at 33¢c, 
the market closing quite firm. 


Sal soda is becoming quite scarce, and 
there is nothing now offering from dock, 
all the parcels having been taken. The 
parcel of 50 tons which is now about due 
has been placed in two lots, for which as 
high as 1 05c was paid. The trade has 
been chiefly for small lots from store, for 
which 1 0744@l 10c has been paid, but a 
lot of 25 tons could be had at 1 05c. We 
hear that 50 tons were placed at 1 05c, 
and last week 50 tons were obtained at 
1 02\4c; some orders which were limited at 
11-16c were filled with American, as the 
seller would not accept this for English in 
small lots. At the same time one dealer con- 
tinues to quote 1@1 05c. 

Bleach is doing better, and all of the 
cheap lots have been taken. Holders are 
now asking higher figures, the lowest price 
we hear named being 1 05c, this being for 
a small lot now on dock, while 1 10c is 


asked for Johnson, and even that 
figure will not be accepted for 
some brands, the sellers asking 


11gc for round lots and 144c in a jobbing 
way. We hear of sales of 75 cks at 1 1-l6c, 
100 cks.at 11¢c and 100 cks at 110c. At the 
close tlie market is steady at the range of 
1 05@1 ge. 

Acetic acid is still quotable at 3144@31l¢c 
though most of the manufacturers quote 






































demand is moderately active, and we hear 
of sales to the extent of 20,000 Ibs in lots 
at 314@31gc. Chemically pure has a mod- 
erate jobbing call, and is held steadily at 
8@10c. 

Acetate of lime sells only in small lots 
according to the immediate necessities of 
the trade. Prices are steady and we con- 
tinue to quote 2!44@25¢c for brown and 33¢ 
@3\éc for grey. 


Alum is in fair demand but there 
are no very large sales muking. 
The market is firm at 1%@2e for 


lump, 2@2\4c for ground and 2c for 
porous. Extra concentrated pearl alum 
with a constantly increasing demand is 
held firmly at 2\4¢c. Domestic alum cake 
sells fairly at 1144@1%c. English is quoted 
at 1 70c. F 

Arsenic is without animation only small 
sales of Garland white being reported, at 
23fc. 

Blue vitriol is not in much demand and 
to effect a large sale a concession would 
have to be made. The only transaction re- 
ported is the sale of a lot of 30,000 lbs at 
8lgc. Quoted 714@8}c according to quality. 

Brimstone, best seconds, is firmer, and 
holders are disposed to keep their stock 
rather than accept the low prices named by 
consumers. A sale of 200 tons is reported 
at $24, the market closing firm at $24 50@ 
25. Thirds are still obtainable at $23@ 
23 50. 

Cream tartar is very weak at the moment 
and in the absence of any importaat de- 
mand it is difficult to tell how low a 
price would buy a round lot. This condi- 
tion of the market has been brought about 
by the free offering of a commission firm in 
this city, on a quiet market. A week or 
two since a manufacturing concern in 
Newark, [New Jersey, becoming  in- 
volved in financial difficulties through 
the failure of the bank in that city 
was obliged to sacrifice its stock; this 
was consigned to a commission house 
here, and coming on the market during the 
dull season it has had a very depressing 
effect. The asking figure is 33c, but this 
price is being shaded 1ge, and it is thought 
that a bid of 32c would not be rejected for 
a large lot. The only trade in progress is 
of a jobbing nature, the sales for the week 
not aggregating more than 25 casks. 

English carbonate of ammonia has been 
in good demand since the date of our last, 
and the market 1s firmer at 1634c. There 
is an active demand for domestic, but 
manufacturers are only accepting orders 
for forward delivery. Quoted 17@191¢ce, 


according to size of order. 
English chlorate is in a better position 


than at the date of our last, the stock being 
now better controlled, and a firmer feeling 
prevails, though prices have not quotably 
improved, holders still accepting 15@151!gc 
and at these prices there have been sales 
of 100 cks. French is still quotable at 174 
@18c, but the market is rather quiet. 


Fertilizing chemicals, under a lack of 
demand, are rather easy for most kinds 
though some articles, owing to scarcity, are 
held firmly. Kainit on the spot is in very 
small supply, and it is doubtful if less than 
$8 would be accepted. Lots to arrive, on 
the way, are offered at $7 50, andshipments 
are obtainable at $7 25 down to $7, accord- 
ing to date of sailing. Muriate of potash 
is quotable at $1 4214 on the spot and 
$1 3714 to arrive, but with the present lack 
of interest on the part of buyers these 
prices would have to be shade before any 
considerable sale could be effected. 
Sulphate of ammonia brings 4c in a small 
way, azotine sold to the extent of 100 tons 
at $245, dried blood sells at $2 45@2 60 
either black or red. Tankage is held at 
$24@25, refuse bone black at $23 and 
ground bone meal $27@28. Bat guano 
sold to the extent of 300 tons at $12. 


Nitrate of soda is firmer. Up to Satur- 
day the marked lacked interest 
and there was rather «a weaker 


tone, but immediately following this re- 
ports of an advance of £1 sterling in Eng- 
land caused a firmer feeling. The higher 
prices abroad are said to be due to an 
increased demand for agricultural puxyposes, 
coupled with rumors that Chili proposes 
levying an export duty. On the spot here 
there is very little movement, the largest 
sale we heard of being a lot of 50 tons at

Burnt Alum. 

Ordinary alum is a double sulphate of 
potash and alumina, containing, when 
crystallized, twenty four molecules of 
water. When heated, it melts jin its 
water of crystallization, and on contin- 
ued heating this is expelled, leaving a 
dry powder, known in pharmacy as 
Alumen usta, or burnt ulum. That sold 
at the drug stores is often imperfectly 
dried, and should be placed for an hour 
or more in a hot bake oven before use. 
According to C. Bernbeck the best test 
for a good article is, that it is nearly 
tasteless when put on the tongue, and 
takes twelve to twenty-four hours to 
dissolve in water. Much of the alum 
now ip commerce contains no potash, the 
alkali being ammonia. Of course am- 
monia slum cannot be converted into 
burnt alum, as the ummonia is expelled 
at the same time, leaving only sulphate 
of alumina behind.

Pepper has been in good demand since 
our last and though the lots are small in 
the aggregate a considerable quantity of 
stock has been moved. The sales of all 
kinds foot up nearly 1000 bags for which 
full prices were paid. At the close quota- 
tions are steady at 1334@I14c for Singapore 
1214@1234c for Sumatra and Penang, and 
18@20c for white. 

Pimento kas not changed in price, but 
there is more firmness shown by holders, 
who are not disposed to sell except at full 
figures. The demand is good for jobbing 
wants, but we hear of no large parcels 
moving. Quotations are 1344@l4e for 
prime, while poor quality is obtainable at 
13¢,

This treatment is harmless, if care is 
taken to dilute the ammonia sufficiently 
with the water. If this precaution is 
neglected, the ammonia is likely to 
choke the patient. Theoretically, the 
ammonia is supposed to counteract the 
effects of the malarial poisons in the 
system, the same as when given toa 
person bitten by a snake, or rabid dog 
&e. 



















Syrup of Ipecac. 
BY PHRANK L, YREELAND, 4. P. 


The subject of the present paper sug- 
gested itself from a successful man- 
ipulation of Syrup of Ipecac—sa 
desideratum that has lung been 
eagetly sought - for. As Syrup 
of Ipecac,forms £0 important a part in 
medicine, it seems not only necessary 
for it to be in unison with “elegant 
pharmacy” stapleand up to the standard 
of appearance, but that its strength and 
potency should be carefully guarded, 
and not sacrificed for the privilege of a 
handsome product. 


Druggists’ Sundries. 

Demand for sponges is very quiet, sales 
only made in small quantities. Foreign 
sponges are unchanged in price. Florida 
Sheep’s wool bleached are quoted nominal 
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In all of the processes recommended 
for the better preparation of this syrrp, 
filtration forms a pruminent feature, 
First the fluid extrsct is treated with a 
given amount of water, and allowed to 
stand for several hours for the ‘‘resin to 
subside,” as it is termed; then filtered, 
and subsequently combined with the 
proper quantity of simple syrup. 

As the preparation, after standing a 
few days on the shelf, will look as un- 
couth as though no previous pains had 
been exercised in guarding against that 
which is unsightly to every painstaking 
pharmacist—a flocculent precipitate— 
the question naturally asserts itself, why 
should it act in such a manner, since 
that which has been considered the 
couse of all trouble has been removed? 
The answer, we think, is, that that 
which has been the source of past 
trouble is not all removed by filtration. 

In order to make more plain this 
idea, it will be necessary to detail a lit- 
tle. According to the last analysis of 
the cortical portion of Ipecac,its constit- 
uents were found to be, 16 parts of an 
impure salt of Emetia, 2 parts of an 
odorous fatty matter, 6 of wax, 10 of 
gum, 42 of starch, 20 of lignin, and 4 
parts loss. 


Ata glance it will be seen that the 
bark abounds in a large percentage of 
inert matter, which, to embody in one 
general term, may be called pectina- 
cious; as the breaking and splitting up 
of starch and its analogues, and their 
varivd types and decompositions, 4 
misnomer is not applied when they are 
designated as pectinacious, 


Hence the assertion that the trouble 
experienced results, not from the pre- 
paration being loaded with a resinous 
body, but owing to these identical px c- 
tin compounds that have been trans- 
ferred from a metamorphosed state 
while associated with the fluid extract, 
to a weak saccharine liquid. 

The ides no doubt occurs to refute 
the law ot solubility regarding starch 
and its aliases, and would make it ap- 
pear as thongh they were soluble in al- 
coholic liquids. Buta reasonable ex- 
planation can be furnished, I think. At 
the present time, stronger alcohol is 
chosen as the menstruum by manufas 
turers in makiug the fluid extract of 
ipecac, which furnishes a clear and 
stable product, wherens, if prepared by 
the officinal process, with water, gly- 
cerine, and alcohol, the result is poor 
and unstable. Thus when powdered 
Ipecac is subjected to a maceration of 
forty-eight hours in stronger alcohol 
previous to percolation, it does not seem 
to require a very great stretch of the 
imagination to believe that starch, wax, 
ligoin wax and gum,can easily be disar- 
ranged basically and play the part of 
resinous bodies, and be rendered solu 
ble in alcoholic liquids; but when 
changed from a concentrated product to 
a different and weaker liquid, as when 
combined with simple syrup for making 
the officine] syrup of Ipecac, they as- 
sume their original characteristics, 
making the preparation turbid and 
flocculent. It is a well known fact that 
nearly all the pectinacious substances are 
rendered soluble in equeous ,liquids by 
the slight addition of an alkali; thus 
grasping this chemical fact, we have ap- 
plied it in making the officinal Syrup of 
Ipecac. Ten minims of aqua ammonia 
or fifteen grains of bicarbonate of soda 
added to the quantity of fluid extract 
required to make two pints of finished 
syrup will keep it clear for an in<efinite 
time. This plan is spoken of favorably, 
and will probably be applied in the man- 
ufacture of the fluid extract, reducing 
the quantity of alcohol twenty-five per 
cent, and the deficiency made up with 
water and glycerine.—[Read at the 
Eleventh Annual Meeting of the Cal.

Bichromate of Potash as a Mordant 
for Wool and Woollen Pieces. 

It is well known that almost all dye 
wares, with the exception of certain 
aniline colors, have little or no affinity 
for wool. It is equally well known 
that for fixing colors mordants are 
employed which possess a great dis- 
position to combine with cvlors. 

Mordants not merely fix the color 
upon the wood but give the former a 
more beautiful appearance, so that 
from one singledye a number of colors 
and shades mav be produced by the 
use of different mordants. ‘This phe- 
nomenon is particularly striking in 
the case of logwood, with which bi- 
chromate of potash plays a most im- 
portant part. 

The objects to be attained in dyeing 
are— : 

1. To lose nothing of the color. 

2. ‘lo fix it as permanently as possi- 
ble upon the fibre, giving it the need- 
ful lustre, 


In cases of wool, care must further 
be taken that in all operations it re. 
tains its softness, a property which igs 
of the greatest importance as regards 
its manufacture. 


Without reference to its low price 
the use of bichromate of potash fulfills 
all these conditions, and is an excel- 
lent substitute for all others in com- 
mon use- As compared with the lat- 
ter it has the advantage that the col- 
ors produced with it resist the action 
of air and light better than with other 
mordants. As it has a strong affinity 
both for the wool and the dye, the fix- 
ation is as complete as vossible. It 
has also the important advantuge of 
making little change in the natural 
properties of the wool, so that its 
carding and spinning are not inter- 
fered with. It renders it possible to 
imitate fast greens, olives, lead greys 
and vat shades, so that the difference 
can not be perceived by the most 
practiced eye without testing with 
acids. Wool thus mordanted loses on 
fulling none of the coloring matter it 
had taken up. With logwood it yields 
colors which cannot be produced by 
any other method, The quantity of 
the mordant is regulated by the quan- 
tity of dye ware to be fixed, and one 
and the same beck serves for mor- 
daunting all the colors Partially ex- 
haustec becks serve for preparing 
other lots of wool. ‘the wool is gently 
boiled in the dye beck for 45 minutes. 
By laying out to the air, but well cov- 
ered. the wool, dyed by this process, 
gains a double intensity of color. If 
indigo and logwood are combined the 
color is almost as fast and beautiful 
as if indigo were used alone. ‘lhe 
mordant admits of an indigo green 
without logwood, fustic or weld being 
fixed. Wool dyed in this manner first 
yellow, and then turned green by top- 
ping in the vat, rubs off less and is 
softer than if the yellow had been fas- 
tened with alum. Chrome is. indeed, 
better adapted for combination with 
indigo than any other mordant, 

The quantity of bichromate to he 
used depends on five circumstances, 
If these are kept in view the quantity 
is easily judged of. ‘The maximum is 
214 lbs to 100 lbs of wool. The quan- 
tity depends on: 

1, The guantivy of dye-ware to be 
fastened; the smaller this quantity 
the less of the mordant will be em- 


‘ployed. 


2. The fineness of the wool or eleth, 
which may make a difference of three 
per cent. 

3. Greater or less disposition of the 
ware te combine with the wool. 

4, Brightness of the intended shade, 
as the color is rendered duller by an 
increased quantity of mordant. 

5. Size of the dye pan in proportion 
to the wool to be dyed. 

For 1U0 pounds of fine wool or cloth 
there are required:

By changing the proportions 
of logwood and fustic endless shades 
of green way bedyed. Fustic from 
Jamaica, Tampico, and Curacao has 
less of an orange cast than Cuba fus-
